At the time of his arrest the robher
gave his name a8 Frank Thomas, and
under thut name the grand jury found a
true bill against him for the erime of
highway robbery.  When brought into
court to plend he was asked if e was
indicted under his trae name, also if he
was guilty or not guilty, He answered:

“*As to my true nmme, no one shall
ever know it, for I havedisgraced it and
those who bear it, Asto my guilt, why
should T attempt to deny it¥ Wus not
the evidence of my crime found with me?

The judge then procecded to pronounce
the judgment of the court upon him.
